Nanking Sends 15 Warships South 


As Anti-Japanese Threat Increases 


Chinese national (Nanking) govern- 
ment was reported to have sent war- 


ne to southern waters today as 
leaders of the Canton (South China) 
regime continued warlike manifesta- 
tions against Japan. 

A squadron of 15 Nanking war- 
ships was said to have reached Amoy, 
Fukien province. , 

Another report from Nanking said 
Japanese warships at Formosa were 
under orders to be ready to sail for 
Swatow, Kwantung province, part of 
the Canton territory. 


Li Chung-jen, commander-in-chief of 
Kwangsi province forces, as saying 
Kwantung and Kwansi would fight 
Japan with or without help from Nan- 
king. Negotations are under way now 
between Canton and Nanking.) 

Two military airplanes of Kwangsi 
(South China) province on a_ recon- 
aissance flight made a forced landing 
today at Hengchow. Hupan province.

BUCHAREST, Rumania, June &. 
(#)—King Carol of Rumania and his 
14-year-old son, former King Mihai, 
rushed ‘o the aid :f persons scream- 
ing in the wreckage today when two 
grandstands collapsed at a gigantic 
Boy Scout rally, hurling thousands to 
the ground.

uled address by Colonel Sandy Beav- 
er, chairman of the state board of 
regents. 

Dr. M. L. Brittain, president of 
Tech, expressed the hope of holding

In delivering the alumni award to 


the graduating exercises next year | 


Glenn, Dr. Brittain said that since

World Today. $ 

“Let me walk with the graduate 
this morning to the threshold that he 
is about to cross, and describe briefly 
the world as it is today. 

“Eighteen years ago a war ended 
which was to have given us universal 

eace, but the ink of the Armistice 
ad hardly dried when selfishness be- 
gan to replace that fear which had 
held the Allies 
soldier going ovér the top ever went 
o the attack and to his death more 
eroically than did President Wilson. 
Cautioned by his doctors that he lack- 
ed the strength for further combat, 
he nevertheless toured America to 
save his treaty and its included cove- 
nant in the interests of world peace. 
The United States, generally accepted 
as the creator of the League and its 
covenant, was the first great power to 
remain outside its fold. As the years 
rolled by, it became evident that the 
world was drifting into three distinct 
leagues, rather than uniting in one. 
Today we see that subdivision an ac- 
complished fact. National interests 
have been the motivating cause for 
the change. 
Youth Declines. 

“In arriving at this state of affairs, 
treaties have again and again become 
scraps of paper.. Germany, rightly or 
wrongly, withdrew from the League to 
be free to violate the treaties which 
had become unbearable. The German 

outh of tofay declines further to 

ear the burdens imposed by a war 
in which he had no part and a settle- 
ment in which he had no voice. 
world weary of war is not willing to 
fight to hold her to the terms of that 
old treaty. 

“Peace in Europe is sustained by 
the old balance of power re-establish- 
ed—an entente between France and 
England with Russia brought back 
in league with France as in prewar 
days. Italy, always vacillating from 
one side of the scale to the other, at- 
tacked and sacked Ethiopia, violating 
the international code which should 
have restrained her; while an interest- 
ed British empire for once found it 
to her great advantage to support the 
League in an effort to defeat Italian 
ambitions. This is the first time in 
history that the presence of the British 
fleet failed to accomplish its mission ; 
but, technically, the British high-sea 
fleet had no place in the Italian Medi- 
terranean lake, and its supremacy in 
that body of water is at an end. Far 
from land-based air-and-sea-craft, it 
can still make its power felt, but it 
can play no other role. The latest 
development, indicating that British 
policy is already conforming to the 
new set of conditions, is the very re- 
cent announcement that Great Britain 
has appropriated funds to establish a 
naval base at Gape Town. Hereafter 
that: will be the route to India, and 
Gibralter will serve only as a flank 

uard, a defense against naval sorties 

rom the Mediterranean. 
Changeable Britain. 

“Tt is almost ludicrous to read to- 
day a statement of the British premier 
to the effecy that the mandates of the 
League shold be backed up by an in- 
ternational force. Has he forgotten 
the position of his empire in the Far 
Bast when China was being sacked 
and raped? At that time it suited 
British interests to play the part of 
a neutral. Italy was led to be brazen 
in its action as England had set the 
example throughout all its history. 
Like Germany, Italy was dissatisfied 
with the terms of the Versailles 
treaty. Japan, too, had shown what 
could be accomplished in the face of 
world opinion to the contrary. 

“What is the situation in the Far 
East? The Lytton report unanimous- 
ly condemned the action of Japan in 
seizing Manchuria. The League was 
unanimous in its condemnation. Amer- 
ican interests were involved and our 
opinions, as expressed by the Stimson 
notes, fully conforming with the exist- 
ing international law, had the unani- 
mous approval of world opinion, but 
Japan held to her course and today, 
whether the world likes it or not, she 
controls the Far East, and will de- 
termine all policies for that area. She 
will prescribe the conditions under 
which the nations of the world may 
trade with the nations of that great 
area. She alone will finally determine 
the future of the commonwealth of 
the Philippine Islands. , The natives 
of those islands will fall before the 
waves of Japanese immigration and 
Japanese economic penetration. Should 
the people of those islands later de- 
cide against ultimate independence and 
ask for our return, we would not be 
permitted to do so except through the 
process of war, and such a war we 
would not undertake. 

Recognition of Russia. — 

“The present administration wisely 
recognized Russia—not because we 
admire her present form of govern- 
ment, not on any basis involving loans 
to Russia to enable her to trade with 
us, but because it was a wonderful 
move politically and strategically in 
the Far East, giving the Japanese 
something serious to think about for 
many years to come, and resulting in 
taking the Japenese mind entirely off 
our Pacific coast. a. 

“Germany wants her Pacific 
colonies backs I am not competent 
to say whether she should have them 
back or not, but I do hope Germany 
will continue to press her claims year 
after year so as to further occupy the 
Japanese ‘military and naval mind 
with something serious, something 
dangerous to her position at home, 
not in any way involving us directly. 

“Thus, in the big picture, we eee 
the remnants of the old League of 
Nations as a purely European institu- 
tion, a European League of Nations. 
We see Japan dominating a Pacific 
League, clear and distinct. The west- 
ern hemisphere is after all a Pan- 
American League, generally under the 
leadership of our own great nation, 
and current dispatches indieate that 
many of the smaller nations of this 
hemisphere may withdraw from the 
European League. They do so facing 
present world conditions, plainly real- 
izing after the Manchurian and Ethi- 
opian affairs that the League can not 

guarantee the integrity of a small 
state. 
Can We Keep the Peace? 

“Can we keep the peace in such a 
world? Yes, it is possible provided we 
bear in mind that peace, like neutral- 
ity, must be baused upon organized 
strength and sound conditions through- 
out at home. Regardless of the speed 
and long radius of action of the mod- 
ern airship, our geographical position 
continues to give us a considerable ad- 
vantage. The wet ditches of the At- 
lantic and Pacific are still real ob 
stacles. No nation today is in posi- 
tion to challenge the Monroe doctrine 
alone. Japan has troubles near home 
and the balance of power in Europe 
is too nearly equal to permit any na- 
tion to detach herself for operations in 
the Western Hemisphere. : 
; “But with our advantages and with

“We seem to be the only great 
power still retaining 4 belief in the 
sanctity of treaties, and our position 
was clearly stated recently in a warn- 
ing to Japan when our secretary of 
state said 

‘This government adheres to the 
provisions of the treaties to which 
it is a party. It continues to be- 
speak respect by all nations for the 
provisions of treaties solmenly en- 
tered into for the purpose of facili- 
tating and regulating, to reciprocal 
and common advantage, the contacts 
between and among the cduntries 
signatory.’ , : 

Specifically, ther are a number of 
things we can do which would tend 
to further minimize misunderstand- 
ings. I shall list a few of them suc- 
cinetly ; 

“(1) Withdraw our garrison from 
China. It has outlived treaty obliga- 
tions, and it serves no useful purpose 
but it might involve us in serious dif- 
ficulties with no compensating ad- 
vantages. 

“(2) Similarly, withdraw our navy 
from Chinese waters and keep and 
train it in home waters, 

“(3) Withdraw our military and 
| naval forces from the Philippine Is- 
lands without waiting for the plebis- 
cite. The presence of those garrious 
will only embarrass what must be the 
final solution of that problem. 

Spoils System Must Go. 

“But. there is one problem which 
we must solve at home that will have 
a greater influence in the preservation 
of peace than all others put together. 
That is, we must put our house in 
order at home so that our manpower 
may ever be on the upgrade. To ac- 
complish this requires sacrifice and 
force of national character. It in- 
cludes specifically the eradication of 
disease and the elimination of the un- 
fit. It requires the eradication of 
erime. Actually, we-are approaching 
a time when the fit can no longer 
support the unfit who walk our streets 
and who crowd our public institutions. 
Paralleling such activities, there must 
be the education of the voter, who 
should be required by law to vote. By 
such a process, we can reap the bene- 
fits and lessen the baneful effects of 
our political system. As Mr. Hoover, 
head of our G-men, said recently:

Belief in the mind of man and its 
power to solve human problems as 
the most important asset of the edu- 
cated man ot today was expressed by 
Dr. Dumas Malone, editor of the Dic- 
tionary of American Biography and 
director of the Harvard University 
press, in the bacca'aureate address to 
the graduating classes of Emory Uni- 
versity at the conferring of 280 de- 
grees yesterday.

Dr. Harvey W. Cox, president of 
Emory, conferred the degree of doctor 
of letters on Dr. Malone because of his

“Some who have dedicated their 
lives to the pursuit of public office or 
to the pursuit of personal gain are 
suspicious of scholars who have dedi- 
cated themselves to the pursuit of 
truth,” Dr. Malone continued. ‘The 
trained minds of honest men comprise 
our strongest weapon, and we cannot 
afford to sheathe it. We must believe 
in the mind of man and it is full 
time that we proclaim our faith.”

The center of the 
beetle territory is around New Jersey 
and eastern Pennsylvania, but last 
spring a light infestation was noted 
as far south as Charleston and Green- 
ville, 8. C 

Georgia doesn’t care particularly 
about having the harmful insect mak- 
ing this state its home and for that 
reason the traps are placed along the 
Ar aay entrances to the city in an 
effort to attract the beetle from in- 
coming loads of produce.

next Monday. 

Over Billion Owed. 

The British note was the first word 
from the 13 debtor nations, which 
will owe a combined total of $1,16U,- 
122,766 on June 15. General expecta- 
tions were that all except Finland 
would follow Great Britain’s lead in 
new defaults. Finland thus far has 
met all its payments promptly, 

Couched in phraseology whieh has 
become routine in the last two years, 
the British ambassador’s commupica- 


to pay was due to reasons “no less 
valid now” than when the government 
— suspended all payments in June, 


agreed to forego payments due it from 
other European nations and took the 
position that it could not therefore 
continue to pay the United States. 

Talking with reporters, Senator 
Lewis said: 

Expected Default. 

“I have been expecting the British 
goyernment to continue its policy of 
declining to pay cash at this time 4s 
it did in its past due five payments. 

“This was a natural course in view 
of the fact that the governments of 
England, France and Italy have a 
proposition understood between each 
other which will tender to our govern- 
ment a species of goods and services 
to be credited as payment which do 
not conflict with our tariff policy but 
are in pursuit of our reciprocity trade 
treaties. 

“It will await the details of the 
proposition, which shortly will be filed 
in the State Department, with great 
confidence that our countries will 
have a solution of our debt problem 
at an early day that will continue our 
harmonious relations.” 

Act Forbids Deal. 

In this connection, however, it was 
recalled that the 1934 reciprocal trade 
agreements act specifically forbade the 
executive to take any action under it 
which might be calculated to modify 
or change existing debt agreements. 
Informed sources said that when and 
if new debt settlement proposaln were 
presented they would require approval 
by congress before any new arrange 
ment could be made effective.

When this doctrine is applied to 
a man’s life, Sibley said, “freedom 
of thought, of action, and of worship 
are vanquished.” 

“The second basis of society is the 
ethical, which rests upon respect for 
right, and the recognition of a sense 
of duty, obligation and of moral 


virtue. 
Free Choice. 

The ethical “approach,” 
pointed out, is individualistic, 
gives men the right to make 
choice. 

He said that in the light of these 
two philosophies, enlarged activities 
of the céntral government in this 
country have “social implications... 
profound and far reaching.” 

Sibley maintained for a free gov- 
ernment to prosper it must depend 
upon public opinion, which he called 
the “ultimate foundation” of all free 
institutions.

lic responsibilities. “Such agencies en- 
joy exceptional opportunities for pub- 
lic service. 

“The three professions and agen- 
cies whose leadership is most essen- 
tial to a sound public opinion are the 
lawyer, the publisher and the office- 
holder. In many relationships they 
directly affect the conduct of all 
classes. The public has a primary in- 
terest in their acts and conduct. In 
their thought and their behavior they 
stand in the position of public trus- 
tees. In the part each is playing in 
the present social crisis, his signifi- 
cance cannot be overemphasized. 

“First, we look at the lawyer, his 
position and his responsibility. He is 
interesting historically and personally. 
He emerges out of the past as part 
of the priesthood, in’ the beginning 
taking the part of an interpreter, 
later preparing speeches for others, 
then becoming an advocate, and fi- 
nally an adviser, which is now his 
most important function, 


Public Interested. 

“He is an officer of the court, and 
the publie- has a paramount interest 
in his activities and conduct. In the 

ast he has done much to fashion po- 
itical ideals and to lead the country 
through changing political concep- 
tions. In so doing he was pre-emi- 
nent as an advocate. In this role he 
was an independent thinker, and a 
bold and courageous speaker. His po- 
sition today is not so independent and 
probably his influence not so far 
reaching. 

“He has become in some instances 
merely a spoke in the ever-turning 
wheel cf commerce, and is so absorbed 
in the task of clearing away compli- 
cated legal obstructions to the trans- 
action of business that he has lost or 
has failed to emphasize the more im- 
portant implications of his profession- 
al standing. ’ 

“More emphatically so than is the 
case of other classes, he is in the 
center of this great contest between 
government and industry. He is the 
adviser and the strong guiding hand 
of each. In the role of a wise, just 
and temperate adviser, he is a law- 
yer and much more than just a law- 
yer. 

“As counsel for government, his 
conduct may be determined either hy 
political considerations or by a sense 
of his ethical obligations. If the for- 
mer, he will sanction political prosecu- 
tions such as the indictment of Sen- 
ator Wheeler a few years ago, or he 
may institute oppressive tax suits as 
in the case against Senator Cousins. 
When so acting he is nothing more 
than a puppet and he becomes an 
instrumentality of oppression and a 
destroyer of public faith and public 
confidence. 

“There is also the business adviser. 
He is interested in commerce, finance 
and industry. He deals with govern- 
ment relations, labor relations and 
financial relations. He will direct 
business either from the viewpoint of 
its full legal and social responsibility ; 
or he will seek through devices to re- 
lieve his client of all its responsibil- 
ity. In the long run, the latter must 
inevitably destroy public confidence in 
business. Such practices arouse public 
resentment and lead to retributive 
legislation. And thus the client pays. 

Needs Advisers. 

“The conditions in this country to- 
day call urgently for great advisers, 
both for government and for business. 
The opportunity of the lawyer lies 
here. He can aid in harmonizing the 
ruthless and antagonistic ferces which 
are at work; he may assist in re-estab- 
lishing the normal processes of both 
business and government, and above 
all he can re-establish public confi- 
dence and create a public opinion in 
which wisdom, justice and moderation 
prevail. Such is the opportunity for 
public service open tv him. What is he 
going to do with it? 

“The newspaper and its publishers 
hold a unique position in a free goyv- 
ernment. This is true primarily by rea- 
son of their unrivaled influence in 
creating and directing public opinion. 
Historically the press has been looked 
upon as the guardian of our liberties. 

“Like the professions, the newspa- 
per must have revenue out of which to 
live, but its policies may not be fixed 
on the basis of revenue, but must be 
determined by a_ recognition of its 
trusteeship to the public. That the 
prose has a first claim on the loyalty 
of the press’‘has long been freely ad- 
mitted by the publishers. 

In seeking to measure the signifi- 
cance of the press for the public good, 
we again turn back to Lowell’s state- 
ment that the liberties of a free gov- 
ernment rests upon public opinion. 

“The influence of the press upon 
public opinion is apparent. ‘Ihe 
framers of our constitution recognized 
the correctness of Lowell’s statement. 
Their thought in giving constitutional!

_ The measure would provide heavy 
increases in personal and corporate 
taxation in war time to finance the

Personal exemptions from income 
taxes would be set at $800 for single 
persons and $1,600 for those married. 
The tax would: begin with $40 on an 
income of $2,000 for a married per- 
son, and going up through $880,510 
for incomes of $1,000,000. . 

Another section would impose the 
following graduated taxes on corpora- 
tions: 15 per cent on net incomes 
not in excess of 2 per cent of adjusted 
declared value, 25 per cent on net in- 
comes not in excess of6 per cent of 
adjusted declared value and 100 per 
cent on net incomes in excess of 6 per 
cent of adjusted declared value.

Moseley, commander of the fourth. 


corps area, before the graduating 
class of Georgia Tech. The ad- 
dress is presented in the news col- 
umns of this issue. 


General M@Seley emphasizes that 
America can keep at peace, even 
in a world torn by racial and na- 
tional turmoil, if ‘‘we bear in mind 
that peace, like neutrality, must be 
based upon organized strength and 
sound conditions throughout at 
home.” 

He urges that we put our house 
in order that our man power may 
be ever on the upgrade; that we 
eradicate disease and crime to the 
greatest extent possible; that we 
gain a new sense of the responsi- 
bilities of citizenship. By such a 
process. of development, 
Moseley points out, we can “reap 


the benefits and lessen the baneful | 


effects of our political system.” 


With such an improvement in the 


caliber of our man power and in 
our national conditions, General 
Moseley feels there would be no 
necessity for the maintenance of a 


military organization that would be 


burdensome to the taxpayer. 
In stressing the importance of 


the United States refraining from | 


foreign entanglements that might 
result in our becoming 
in controversies with other 
tions, General Moseley specifically 
recommends that we withdraw all 
military and naval units from China 
and call home our armed forces now 
in the Philippines. 

Cautioning of the danger to be 
found in the acute conditions of un- 
rest both in Europe and the Far 
East, General Moseley envisions the 
not distant day when there will be 
a close and natural bond of inti- 
macy between the nations of North 
and South America that will be an 
assurance of permanent peace in the 
New World. 

America’s greatest defense lies, 
in the speaker's sound view, in the 
civil. strength of the nation, and it 
is emphasized that we can expect 
to remain free from attack so long 
as we refuse to allow ‘‘disease, dis- 
loval isms and crime to undermine 
us.”” 

General Moseley is an outstand- 
ing example of the American type 
of military leadership—a _ leader- 
ship that seeks to protect the na- 
tion from war as compared to the 
similar leadership in other nations 
that is, in many instances, the 
greatest threat to peace. 

His constructive and far-sighed 
message is representative of the 
best thought, not only of the com- 
manders of our armed forces, but of 
our governmental and private lead- 
ership.

The European Maelstrom

In the two preceding articles in this 
series there has been presented a 
discussion of the intense war prepara- 
tion activity in Great Britain and the 
concentrated efforts toward the re- 
arming of Germany on a scale that 
might make possible, by force, if nec- 
essary, the creation of a great new 
Germanic empire in middle Europe, 
to include Austria, the Polish Corri- 
dor and all other areas in which the 
majority of the residents are German- 
speaking peoples, 

It is illustrative of the kaleidoscopic 
changes constantly taking place in the 
troubled -political scene in Europe that 
France, whose fear of Germany has 
made her until recently the leader in 
the demand that Hitler be surrounded 
with a ring of bayonets, is now some- 
what in the background because of her 
meg dissensions and economic trou- 

es, 

In these rapid changes of front lies 
the greatest danger that some spark 
may be struck that will again ignite 
a great conflict from which the na- 
tions of Europe would emerge pros- 
trate and exhausted both economically 
and in manpower. 

France's chief bugaboo is still the 
dread of German attack. The great 
line of fortifications from the Swiss 
border to the sea provides a degree 
of safety on land, but the French are 
aware of the fact that the greatest 
threat to any nation in future wars 
will be from the air—and it is for 
attack from the air that 
building the powerful branch of his 
military machine. 

Nevertheless, France is now so busy 
with her internal troubles that she 
can pay little attention to the threat 
from the north. 


FRENCH MUST PUT 
HOUSE IN ORDER. 

With a socialist cabinet and a cham- 
ber of deputies containing more than 
a hundred communiets; with her gold 
reserves fast being depleted; with 
strikes crippling even her munitions 
and armament plants, her chief con- 
cern now must be in putting her own 
house in crder, 

The seriousness of the French in- 
ternal situation is reflected in the 
decision of Prime Minister Blum not 
to take over himeelf the vitally im- 
portant portfolio of foreign affairs. 
Instead he tendered it to Delbos, a 
member of the last chamber of depu- 
ties but not regarded as a statesman 
of the first rank, equal to the great 
responsibilities of the post during these 
critical times in European affairs. 

It had been expected that Blum, as 
the first socialisi prime minister, 
would have been bolder in his policies 
than he has been so far. That he 
has not leaned fasther to the left is 
construed as meaning that he realizes 
a fairly conservative middle-of-the- 
road course is necessary under exist- 
ing conditions. 

The parliamentary communist group 
at its first meeting passed a resolution 
of protest against all proposals to re- 
duce the prerogatives of parliament; 
decided to demand the immediate re- 
peal of the Iaval decrees; urged a 
large program of public works, a po- 
litical amnesty, the strict application 
of the law to the political leagues, 
and launched : move, which may bring 
far-reaching resulta. to inquire into 
the private fortunes of “certain poli- 
ticians such as Messrs. Tardieu, La- 
val, Bonisson and  Fiancette’—all 
either former prime ministers or mem- 
bers of preceding cabinets. 

It has been predicted that the com- 
munists will constitute the “ginger 
group” in the new parliament. Cer- 
tainly if they propose to follow a 
course such as illustrated by the thin- 
ly veiled hints of graft against such 
outstanding leaders of public life in 
the country as Tardieu and Laval, 
their contribution will be more in the 
nuture of dynamite than ginger. 

France has been on the spot during 
the Italian-Ethiopian controversy. Her 
renal sympathies were with Italy but 
she could not afford to offend Great 
Britain because of her necessity for 
British aid in case of attack by Ger- 


many.

Her position now, in view of her in- 
ternal turmoil, is stil] more uncertain 
and only the development ‘of the next 
few months will determine what her 
future foreign policy will be. 

IS MUSSOLINI 
SATISFIED? 


Despite the statement some weeks 
ago of Premier Mussolini that Italy's 
full expansion ambitions -have been 
satisfied by the conquest of Ethiopia, 
many European governmental authori- 
lies feel that the Italian dictator, like 
Hitler, will seize any opportunity that 
presents itself io expand Italy’s ter- 
ritory, or at least her sphere of in- 
fluence, in Europe. 


During the conferences preceding 
the signing of the Versailles treaty, 
and since, Italy has made known. her 
desire for the Dalmatian coast, 
that portion of Yugoslavia fronting 
on the Adriatic sea. Should oppor- 
tunity present, there can be no doubt 
that Mussolini would attempt to add 
this territory to Italy, thus not only 
gaining a rich agricultural area and 
many fine resort towns, but assuring 
complete domination by Rome of the 
Adriatie. 

Should all of Yugeslavia be taken 
over, then Italy would eontrol the 
northern coast of the Mediterranean 
from the French border to Greece— 
as it did in the time of the old Roman 
empire. 

With this addition to its territory 
and population, Italy weuld rank in 
size and resources with France, Ger- 
many and the British Isles and would 
once more hecome one of the major 
nations of Europe, something that has 
not been true for the past 15 cen- 
turies or more. 

Thus Italy. although for the time 
being satisfied, and facing a hercu- 
lean task in taming the wild tribes 
of Ethiopia and bringing the disease- 
infected land to a condition that will 
make it habitable to white settlers, 
may conceivably play an. important 
part towards bringing on a disastrous 
war based on the greed of nations for 
expanded frontiers. 

Tomorrow's article in this series 
will discuss the European ‘scene as a 
whole—its uncertainties, threats and 
widespread suspicion ‘and distrust.

“As part of this question, you face 
a decision between views. You — will 
have to decide between a stationary 
society and one of progress and ad- 
vVancement.. One of these views, pre- 
supposes we have reached the end of 
the road in our national development. 
Now, this is not @ particularly new 
view. Henry Adams wrote: years. ago 
that over the last two centuries, ‘men 
frequently. believed that a stationary 
period was near, 

“The same belief was current in the 
early 1890's. Our business expansion 
up to then had been largely created by 
an expanding western frontier. 

People Had Faith. 

“Then, as now, some said that we 
had come to a halt, and that opportu-. 
nity would be less in the future than 
in the past. But our people had faith 
in themselves and in the country’s fu- 
ture, and they quiekened that faith 
with works. A new era was opened 
up. This new era brought on many 
mistakes, many inequalities, and many 
sins of omission and commission. But 
in spite of its mistakes and inequal- 
ities it nevertheless produced the most 
widespread prosperity the world has 
ever known. with more new things 
coming within the reach of the average 
man than ever before. 

“The other one of these two views 
is held by those who insist that we 
have no more reached a stationary 
stage now than we had in the 90's. 

“I do not believe that America has 
come to the end of the road of in- 
dividual opportunity, and I would like 
to have you share that conviction with 
me.”

Legs do not run true to form, and 
undeveloped legs are as characteristic 
of overweight as of underweight. The 
heavy person with poor leg muscu- 
lature may have either excessively 
large legs, or small inadequate ones, 
while the thin girl may have any 
sort of legs from beautiful to tooth- 
picks. 

The average American girls has a 
calf measurement of 18 3-10 inches. 
However, good meusurements may 
vary from 12 1-2 inches to 13 3-4 
inches, depending on structure and 
muscular development. Venus is cred- 
ited with a husky calf measurement 
of 13 8-10 inches. 

Here are some exercises designed 
to loosen up knee joints and strength- 
en and lengthen calf muscles. .

Movement: Rock forward on left 
toes and at the same time place the 
heel of the right foot directly ahead 
of the left and rock up to right toes. 
Try to carry the weight on the outer 
border of the foot. This is a good 
exercise to perform several times a

Position: Lying on back on floor. 

Movement: Bring the feet over- 
head, trying to touch toes to floor 
in back of head. Point the toes while 
Paddling the air rhythmically and 
touching alternate toes as close as pos- 
sible to floor. Now, curl toes toward 
instep and continue «the paddling 
movement. 

Begin slowly with leg exercise or 
your unused muscles will protest. Im- 
proved musculature of the legs means 
better contour.

For many years I, as well as a 
host of other experts, have realized 
that hands containing “ready-made” 
suit (requiring ne support ‘in trum 
from partner), with and without side 
strength, should be given special bid- 
ding treatment. The question was: 
What treatment? How to shut out 
the opponents when your hand was 
defensively weak and, at the same 
time, not jeopardize one’s own slam 
opportunities? And here is the solu- 
tion. 

Any opening suit bid of three shall 
be considerel a two-way bid. hus, 
two vastly different types of had 
should be opened in the same way. 
For instance, let us consider these 
two hands: 

Spades, A, 4; hearts, A, K, Q; J, 8, 
6; clubs, 10, 8, 5. , 

Spades, 6; hearts, K, Q; diamonds, 
K, J, 10, 9, 8, 5, 3, 2; clubs, 8, 3 

Using the new two-way bid each 
of these hands should be opened with a 
bid of three diamonds. Obviously, it 
is vital for partner to determine which 
type actually is held.” And he will be 
told, but first he must do his part by 
responding properly, according to his 
‘holding.

This 
was in the anonymous “Memoirs” of 
an author supposed to have been an 
intriguing court belle. According to 
this authority, the masked man had 
been the Duc de Vermandois, natural 
son of Louis XIV by the beautiful 
Louise de la Valliere. During an out- 
burst of anger. he had dared strike 
the Dauphin and had suffered a life- 
time of torture for his attack upon 
the heir of the throne. 

Voltaire Related. 

Voltaire, in his “Century of Louis 
XIV,” later presented another key to 
the mystery, of which he said: “It is 
without example, and, what is no less 
strange, 4)! historians have been igno- 
rant of it.” Shortly after 1661, when 
Cardinal Mazarin died and Louis XIV 
took the government into his own 
hands, “a prisoner of, greater than 
ordinary stature, young and of most 
handsome and noble form, was sent 
under strict secrecy to the island otf 
Sainte-Marguerite,”’ Voltaire related. 
The king’s minister, Louvois, went to 
see the prisoner on the island and 
spoke to him, standing, with every 
sign of respect. According to this au- 
thor, the prisoner was a half-brother 
of Louis XIV, the son of that mon- 
arch's mother, “Haughty” Anne of 
Austria. and Mazarin 

This disclostfte was shortly followed 
by a pamphiet emphatically stating 
that this natural son of Anne and 
Mazarin had “been put on the throne 
by Mazarin in substitution for the real 
Louis XIV, for whom he had been 
substituted; that the personage who 
for-more than 70 years enjoyed all 
the prestige of “The Grand Monarch 
was, therefore a pseudo king, and that 
the unknown prisoner of the Bastille 
was the rightful ruler of France. Ac-
